Pair of drunks steal pub cash to fund foiled dash to South Africa 


TWO drunks locked in a pub 
conceived a wacky plan to 
watch the World Cup by 
swiping nearly £6,000 from 
the safe and jetting off to 
South Africa. 

Barman Michael Frampton, 20, 
and regular customer George Warner 
had been boozing with landlord 
Michael Simmonds at the Wall, 
Tavern, Whitstable through an all 
night lock in. 

When Mr Simmonds went to sleep 
they raided the pub safe, Canterbury 
Magistrates were told. 

They took £5,773 from the safe as

Frampton, of Nightingale Avenue, 
Whitstable, had the key, and called a 
taxi to take them to Manston Airport. 

The pair didn’t realise the only pas¬ 
senger flights they were likely to get 
were to Edinburgh or Jersey and the 
only intercontinental flights were 
cargo only. 

So the dozy drunks got the cab driv¬ 
er to take them to Gatwick where they 
bought tickets to Turkey intending to 
get an onward flight to South Africa. 

They were grabbed by officers as 
they attempted to board. 

Alan Balneaves, defending Warner, 


27, of Argyll Road, Whitstable, said: 
“They got drunk and decided to go and 
see the England versus Germany 
match. They started drinking at 1pm 
on the Saturday and were still at it at 
5.30 the following morning. 

“My client has a serious heart condi¬ 
tion which means he can’t fly. He was 
so drunk he forgot this. He could have 
died on the flight to South Africa. It 
was a highly impulsive act.” 

Debbie Pizzey, defending Frampton 
said: “Once they were off to the airport 
my client was at the point of no 
return, although they first went to an 
airport they couldn’t travel from.” 

Both men admitted theft and the 
case was adjourned until September 9 
for probation reports.

Health trust calls for 
affordable homes to 
keep family balance

POOR people will be forced 
from the area by over¬ 
crowding and high house 
prices if our “congested” city 
is not dealt with, according 
to an NHS report. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent NHS, 
the body responsible for healthcare 
in the area, has released a docu¬ 
ment on the health impacts of 
building houses, roads and ameni¬ 
ties in the next 15 years. 

The report concluded: “The pres¬ 
sure on housing availability and 
cost associated with higher income 
groups moving into the area could 
combine with existing pressures 
from the high proportion of stu¬ 
dents in Canterbury to cause com¬ 
petition for affordable housing and 
facilities. 

“This would subsequently cause 
tension and displacement of 
poorer groups from some areas. 
Canterbury is seen as congested, 
with high competition for existing 
housing and high housing costs.” 

The document is part of 
Canterbury council’s consultation for 
its Local Development Framework, 
which will determine where houses, 
schools, roads and other facilities 
will be built until 2026. 

Impacts 

It was commissioned by the area’s 
NHS assistant director of public 
health, Dr Jonathon Sexton. 

He said: “There are always positive 
and negative impacts to planning 
programmes. The health of the com¬ 
munity is not only determined by its 
health services, but also by a wide 
range of economic, social, psychologi¬ 
cal and environmental influences. 

“As the population of Canterbury 
is expected to grow by more than 
10 per cent between 2001 and 2026, 
it is vital that the effects on popula¬ 
tion health are considered.” 

Northgate and Westgate wards 
are expected to bear the brunt of 
this expansion. Between 2006 and 
2016 their populations are expected 
to grow by 22.4 per cent and 17.2 
per cent respectively. 

Dr Sexton said: “Our suggestion is 
that planning policy should actively 
promote the needs of a balanced

population to accommodate an 
appropriate range of family types 
and household incomes, rather 
than accommodating the market 
preferences of developers.” 

Canterbury council is responsible 
for deciding what will be built 
where, taking into account future 
population problems. 

Gary Peskett, the council’s plan¬ 
ning strategy and improvement 
manager, said: “It is a fact that 
Canterbury district accommodation 
generally is more expensive than 
the neighbouring districts both to 
buy and to rent. 

“That does have an impact on peo¬ 
ple who are on a low income. 
Canterbury being a success story 
brings challenges. 

‘Wherever there is housing devel¬ 
opment the council seeks for 35 per 
cent of it to be affordable homes. 
Over the last five years there have 
been an extra 558 new affordable 
homes built in the district, and most 
of those have been in the city. 

‘We are doing our best to ensure 
120 new affordable homes are built 
every year in the district. We are 
also trying to encourage better use 
of existing homes in the district. 
For example, we trying to encour¬ 
age people whose families have left 
home to consider downsizing.”

“This draft masterplan draws 
together the results of previous 


consultations about ideas for the 
regeneration of the town centre. 

“It is the final stage before we 
submit a planning application for 
the scheme, so it’s important we get 
the final seal of approval from local 
residents.” 

The council and Coplan staff will 
also hold a series of question and 
answer sessions at Christ Church.

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Council's big vision 'not 
what the people want'

MORE than 3,000 comments have 
been published on the council’s 
controversial strategy for the 
future of the district. 

The responses are part of consultation for 
the area’s Local Development Framework, 
which determines policies for house-building, 
transport, education and a lot more besides for 
the next 15 years. 

Dr Geoff Meaden of Canterbury’s Green 
Party said: “There is a huge amount of inter¬ 
est in this issue and the council doesn’t appre¬ 
ciate how much people want to contribute to 
what is going on. 

Opinions 

“The original document was a total fait 
accomplis. Nobody was asked about their opin¬ 
ions - it was presented as what the council 
wanted. The responses clearly show this is not 
what the people want at all. 

“It is good to hear people had so many good 
ideas, and hardly anybody wanted all of the 
housing in Canterbury. Houses need to be 
spread around a bit and put in different areas. 

“It was a triumph of democracy - it shows 
people from the bottom up wanting to have 
their voices heard. It is people getting their 
say.” 

Hundreds of people objected to the council’s 
preferred option of building thousands of 
homes to the south of Canterbury, and many 
were also against the idea of expanding the 
larger villages. 



HAVE YOUR SAY: There has been a big response to the

There was a mixed reaction to adding homes 
on to the coastal towns, a completely new set¬ 
tlement and filling in city-centre space. 

The most popular options were dispersing 
new housing around the city perimeter and 
throughout the district. 


The village of Hersden was mentioned near¬ 
ly 900 times as a new development there is a 
popular alternative to building more homes 
near Canterbury. 

Cllr Alex Perkins, the council’s opposition 
leader, said: “The majority of people were quite 
clearly against, by a country mile, the plans 
put forward as to the developments at the 
south of Canterbury and in favour of the 
Hersden option, which was mentioned contin¬ 
ually by respondents. 

‘We can only hope people will now be lis¬ 
tened to. The Government stipulation for the 
number of houses has now been removed, how¬ 
ever, they have made it clear there must be 
more houses. We must discern how many that 
will be and facilitate their building. 

“As the only large sites for housing put for¬ 
ward were those south of Canterbury we have 
to be very careful as to what happens next. But 
we live in hope. Certainly we won’t take our 
eyes off this one.” 

But the council is now in legal planning 
limbo because the South East Plan which the 
Local Development Framework was based on 
has been scrapped by the new government. 

This means Canterbury council will have 
more power over the number and location of 
houses than before, but only once new plan¬ 
ning law is enacted at the end of the year. 

Council leader Cllr John Gilbey said: “I 
would like to thank everyone who took the 
time to give us their views on the Core 
Strategy. 

“Public participation on this important docu¬ 
ment was much appreciated. We look forward 
to the future of the planning system being 
resolved by parliament.”

Canterbury McDonald’s franchisee, 
Paul Crocker, said: “There are lots of vis¬ 
itors to Canterbury and our advertising 
informs visitors where my restaurant is. 

“My restaurants operate as part of 
the local community and this is evident 
in Canterbury, where I work on a num¬ 
ber of community events, such as the 
annual sports awards.”

Downs saved as 
beach hut plans 
are quashed 


THE battle for Heme Bay Downs 
is over as the council’s executive 
unanimously passed a motion to 
end talks with beach hut deve¬ 
lopers. 

A fight has been rumbling on between 
Canterbury council and the Save Our Downs 
campaign group since companies showed an 
interest in building beach huts on the public 
land more than a year and a half ago. 

Phil Rose, coordinator of the Save Our 
Downs campaign, said: “This is a big step in 
the right direction because in cancelling the 
beach hut proposal it means the council is 
not going to be ruining the Downs. 

“In working with the local community it 
means together we will be enhancing the 
Downs. If we can get the village green regis¬ 
tration it means we will be able to keep it 
that way. 

“At the moment we are at two out of three. 
It is not being messed up, we are making it 
better, and hopefully soon we will be able to 
keep it lovely forever. 

“If it becomes a village green there are 
legal restrictions protecting it from any kind 
of development - it becomes shared space for 
everyone. 

“When it was originally given to the town 
over 100 years ago that was the general 
intention - that the whole area should be

available for all the people of Heme Bay to 
use freely forever.” 

The beach hut idea was eventually ended 
because of an engineering report stating the 
downs are unstable and contain important 
drainage works. 

During the meeting on Thursday, August 
12, Cllr Rosemary Doyle said: “The downs is 
an extraordinary network of herringbone 
drains and special monitors that have to be 
looked at to ensure that area stays safe and 
stable, which we really want to ensure is the 
case. 

“Therefore we have decided building beach 
huts on here would not be a good idea.” 

Conservative Cllr Gillian Reuby, represent¬ 
ing Reculver ward, said: “I very much wel¬ 
come this report. It has been a long time com¬ 
ing - over 18 months of uncertainty - caus¬ 
ing much distress to the very many residents 
who appreciate the Downs for their natural 
and peaceful state. 

“I am, however, concerned the decision was 
taken to go ahead with the beach hut propos¬ 
al prior to the engineering report. If this had 
been undertaken initially all the stresses 
could have been alleviated. 

“The only good thing that has come from 
this is that it has united residents and that 
they are talking to each other.”

Major sea defence 
work is to begin 

NEARLY 500 households between 
Seasalter and Graveney will benefit 
from better sea defences thanks to the 
Environment Agency. 

On Monday, August 16 the organisa¬ 
tion began on the £1.1 million project. 
Without the essential work 473 house¬ 
holds would be at risk of flooding during 
storms within five years’ time. 

Building work is likely to be finished 
by the end of October, but until then 
parts of the beach will be inaccessible 
while the groynes are refurbished and 
shingle is delivered. Alternative paths 
will be set up. 

The organisation has said there is like¬ 
ly to be more traffic in the area while 
there are deliveries, but it is doing its 
best to minimise disturbance and there 
are no plans for work at weekends or at 
night. 

Mark Douch of the Environment 
Agency said: ‘With our climate changing 
and sea levels rising, the risks and the 
number of people affected is likely to 
increase. 

With this in mind, I am very pleased 
that funding has been secured for this 
vital sea defence work and I would like 
to thank the community in advance for 
their understanding while construction 
is taking place. 

“Opinions received from the communi¬ 
ty have been essential in shaping the 
way in which the project will be deliv¬ 
ered and we want residents to remain 
involved. 

We will continue to work closely with 
community groups, local authorities and 
our partner environmental organisations, 
such as the RSPB and Natural England, 
throughout construction of the project.” 


A DARK film reminiscent of a 
Hitchcock thriller showcased the 
work of a Herne Bay filmmaker at 
its world premiere last week. 

Russell Gomm, who won best film at the Kent 
Film Festival 2008 for his short film Dark 
Roads, hopes to win the same acclaim with his 
latest neo-noir murder movie. 

Murder in Mind, which premiered at the 
Heme Bay Little Theatre on Friday, August 13, 
is a psychological film in which police are trying 
to find the man who slit a woman’s throat in 
her bedroom. 

The prime suspect is the victim’s boyfriend 
who is found unconscious on the bedroom floor 
with the razor in his hand. Yet he cannot 
remember what happened and insists he is not 
the killer. 

The film is peppered with recognisable loca¬ 
tions such as Heme Bay railway station and 
the University of Kent. 

The director uses unusual techniques to indi¬ 
cate memories, leaves shots long for realism 
and leaves the actors to tell the story.

Mr Gomm said: We were quite intent on 
watching dark thrillers and I am a massive fan 
of Hitchcock and all his old work. If you look at 
films like Psycho and Rope there is a really 
dark sense in there, and Hitchcock had a really 
dark sense of humour. 

“Back in 2001 I was working at the Heme 
Bay cinema and I made friends with the projec¬ 
tionist there. He had worked for the BBC and 
he was a massive fan of Hitchcock, so we start¬ 
ed concocting little Hitchcockian stories. We 
wrote this script together for a writing compe¬ 
tition. 

“These stories excite me. I am a big fan of 
characters that are not exactly good or bad, and 
you don’t find them outside psychological 
thrillers.” 

But because of the logistics involved Mr 
Gomm’s film has only just come to fruition 
thanks to volunteer actors and a dedicated local 
crew. It was shot in two days and cut just in 
time for the festival’s deadline. 

Next Mr Gomm wants to shoot a short horror

film and has two music films to finish for 
clients, but then he hopes to embark on his first 
full-length production. 

He said: “There is no money in this. The only 
money is in feature films really. It is not done 
for money - it is done for love.

I 
love the whole process.” 

The film will be screened at the Kent Film 
Festival, held on September 25 at Christ 
Church University, North Holmes Road, 
Canterbury.

How did you become a firefighter? 


A I became a firefighter because I was living 
in a village and the fire station there was 
short of staff. I became a retained firefighter, 
which means working part time and respond¬ 
ing from home usually in a village or commu¬ 
nity you live in. My interest the whole time 
was stimulated and I applied to join the full¬ 
time service and transferred across. I have 
always wanted to be in the fire service and it 
is a commitment to the village and to the com¬ 
munity you serve, and helping people. And it is 
something different so I thought I would jump

What is a normal day for you? 


and it doesn’t get out of your system so you 
can get to sleep again. Our call outs are very 
varied - we get a fair amount of automatic 
fire alarms. We also do a lot of road traffic col¬ 
lisions and a lot of fires; rubbish fires, bin 
fires, structural fires, house fires and that sort 
of thing. We have to attend a whole pantheon 
of incidents. 


Q 


What is the most difficult situation for you to deal with? 


A normal day for me as a watch manager 
is very varied. Because we work shift pat¬ 
terns it can vary between days off, paperwork, 
training issues, station premises issues, 
requests for community involvement may 
come through to the station and then 999 
calls. We have loud alarms that can go off as 
they need to be able to wake people up when 
they are having a kip at night. We do 15 hour 
night shifts between 6pm and 9am and have 
a stand down period between 12 midnight 
and 7am. I sleep particularly badly at the fire 
station. When we get a call the adrenaline 
kicks in straight away and afterwards the 
adrenaline is still flowing to keep you awake 


The most difficult situation is a life or 
death situation where it is either a person 
trapped in a fire or a car. As a watch, we had a 
very serious road traffic collision about a year 
ago when young men were driving through 
the woods in Heme and hit a tree, and the 
driver had some serious fractures to his legs 
and arms. He was seriously confined by the 
car mechanism and it took about 40 minutes 
to get him out; he was rushed off in an air 
ambulance. I expect his injuries were probably 
life-threatening at the time so there was a lot 
of pressure to get him out. 


Q 


What is the most common cause of fatal fires? 


hard to drive down those sorts of statistics and 
to educate people. 

Q How quickly can a fire crew get from relaxing or sleep¬ 
ing on watch to a fire? 

A We have got a government statutory obli¬ 
gation for a fire engine to be in atten¬ 
dance within 10 minutes of being called. 
That is to any incident. It takes us probably 
a minute from the moment the bells go to get 
out of the doors, so that is a minute for get¬ 
ting out of bed, putting your fire gear on, 
pulling the instructions for the turnout, get¬ 
ting on the fire engine and going. But then it 
really depends on where it is and it depends 
on a number of factors, traffic can have an 
influence and distance, but generally people 
are surprised at how quickly we can get 
there. 


Q 


What is best thing about your job? 


Inattention is one of the most common 
causes at the moment, particularly unat¬ 
tended cooking. Somebody leaves their cook¬ 
ing, whether due to social factors or drink and 
drugs, and that can start a serious fire in their 
kitchen, and smoke overcomes. But we work 


A lt is the camaraderie - the team spirit. We 
all work, eat and breathe together for four 
days, especially working in a high-pressure 
situation. It is nice to have that friendship and 
bond amongst each other while you working. 
It makes the job interesting and rewarding. 
You make good friends in this service because 
you are going through the same pressures and 
stresses of serious fires and fatalities do tend 
to make you closer together. It is a way of deal¬ 
ing with that type of stress.

HUNDREDS of computers will be recy¬ 
cled for third-world countries after Christ 
Church University gave them to charity 

The institution donated the 200 com¬ 
puters after its IT team carefully 
researched which companies and chari¬ 
ties would benefit most. 

James Thompson from the university’s 
computing service said: “We started to 
work with ‘Computers for Charities’ 
more than a year ago and have so far 
donated approximately 400 computer 
units for educational projects in Uganda, 
Papua New Guinea and eastern 
European countries.” 

The latest shipment of 200 computers 
will go to a school’s programme in 
Zimbabwe. 

Research is leader 
in personalities 

PEOPLE can and do lead because they 
want to help others according to 
researchers at the University of Kent. 

The university said the latest studies 
have overturned the conventional wisdom 
of evolutionary biologists and psycholo¬ 
gists, who have assumed leadership is the 
outcome of a competition for status and 
the right to dominate and exploit others. 

According to the research, carried out 
at the University of Kent which looked 
at the personalities of those who chose 
leadership, leaders are social rather 
than selfish.

The fact is that road 
safety is paramount 


I have read the piece by Yourblogger 
Gary Wright, (August 4) in which 
he slams the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists for “busying itself with 
the habits of drunken cyclists”. 

He says he was shocked to learn 
you can be fined £1,000 for riding 
your bike on the road while drunk, 
but later states that cycling while 
drunk is not illegal. 

The fact you can be fined does 
suggest to most people it must be 
illegal, and if Mr Wright had given 
it a moment's thought that might 
have occurred to him too. 

It is an offence under section 30, 
Road Traffic Act 1988, to ride a 
cycle on a road or other public place 
while under the influence of drink 
or a drug to such an extent as to be 
incapable of having proper control 
of the cycle. 

Lest Mr Wright thinks this is the 
modem nanny-state doing its 
worst, he should know that for well 
over 100 years the public have been 
protected from drunken road users. 

Ever since the Licensing Act 1872, 
it has been, and still is, illegal to be 
drunk in charge of any carriage 
(including pedal cycle), horse, cattle, 
or steam engine. 

I can’t comment on whether the 
police would bother with the 
offence, but one of their primary 
objects is the protection of life and 
that surely includes enforcing 
traffic laws, hopefully with a degree 
of common sense and discretion. 

Any organisation such as the 
IAM which attempts to promote 
road safety, even of cyclists, is 
surely to be commended.

BJ Tritton wonders if his generation can ever be forgiven for such a toxic financial legacy 



“A YOUNG man who isn’t a socialist 
hasn’t got a heart. An old man who is a 
socialist hasn’t got a head.” 

So said David Lloyd George. And now we ageing baby 
boomers are getting the blame for leaving the younger 
generation to pay for our supposed profligacy. 

I cannot help but feel this is a distortion. All my life I 
have defended the welfare state, supported the NHS, 
had doubts about the free market and felt concern 
about the economics of home ownership - to name but 
a few beliefs which could be labeled “socialist”. 

As a young man, I believed hunger, poverty and 
inequality could be eradicated. I was aware that for 
this to happen, especially on a worldwide basis, my own 
circumstances would be reduced. I was prepared for 
that, believing quality of life had little to do with the 
sybaritic standards developing in our society. 

I voted for these things, campaigned for these things, 
made my feelings known - often to disapprobation, if 
not ridicule, from my peers. Not all of them; there were 
many who felt the same way. But nothing happened. 
The inequalities and economic absurdities continued. 

My wife and I gave up good jobs and moved to rural 
Wales, eking out a living in tourism and agriculture, 
believing there was a possibility capitalism would col¬ 
lapse. Still nothing happened. Despite recession in the 
early 1970s, society recovered and began to rebuild the 
house of cards again. Then something happened to me. 

The heart began to lose its influence and the head 
took precedence. By now we had three sons. I realised 
it was not my place to inflict upon them a lower stan¬ 


dard of living, but to give them all the advantages I 
could. If they later chose to deny materialism, that had 
to be their decision, not mine. 

I went back to the rat race, played the property game, 
took financial risks. Am I partly to blame for the immi¬ 
nent collapse of the welfare state? For the debt we are 
foisting on the younger generation? Of course I am. 

Every individual has a responsibility for the society 
in which they live. But to blame a whole generation for 
taking advantage of a situation into which we were 
actively encouraged is absurd. We did it for our chil¬ 
dren. We are still doing it for our children. Baby 
boomers are acting as unpaid child minders, subsidis¬ 
ing middle-aged children with families, still supporting 
the generation we are accused of abandoning. 

Yes, I fear for the future. I grew up with a welfare 
state and the NHS. To see it withering away frightens 
me for the sake of coming generations. I am equally 
concerned that essential aspects of society are threat¬ 
ened while unnecessary and immoral elements such as 
Trident renewal seem to survive. 

As an individual - and there are many like me -1 am 
more than prepared, for the sake of the generations we 
are accused of abandoning to an insecure future, to pay 
more taxes to support a welfare state. 

Not, I think, an attitude of a greedy, inconsiderate, 
parasitic baby boomer. To take from those who can 
afford it is a better road than to cut services to those 
who need them. As to those coming generations to 
whom we are leaving such a poisoned legacy.; I admit 
to my part. Now take your part. Hopefully, you can 
make a better job of it than we did.

Quarry warning one 
that needs heeding 

With the school holidays in full 
flow, young people will be looking 
for excitement and places to hang 
out with their friends. 

I would like to appeal to parents 
in your area to ensure that their 
youngsters are not tempted to enter 
into local quarries uninvited. 

Over the past two years, six 
young people have died through 
falls or drowning at the sites of 
former mineral workings. 

While some hazards are obvious, 
others are less so. 

The water in quarries can, for 
example, be icy cold and deep with 
unexpected currents and obstacles 


hidden beneath the water. Quarry 
edges can be unstable. Caves 
dug into sand stockpiles can 
collapse on you. 

As part of our annual campaign, 
the Mineral Products Association 
has launched a Facebook page - 
Stay Safe... Stay Out of Quarries - 
which highlights not just what can 
happen if you venture into a quarry 
without permission, but also the 
huge impact the death of a young 
person in a quarry accident has on 
their friends and families. 

The video is about the deaths 
of Jay Harris and Ryan Walker, 
two teenagers who died in quarry 
accidents last year. 

We also have a YouTube video 
under the same title. 

They are resources we hope 
parents and other members of the 
community will use to help deliver 
our warning. 

So our message is please Stay 
Safe... Stay Out of quarries.

Volunteers needed to 
keep up good work 

Kent Equality Cohesion Council 
came into being in April - previous¬ 
ly we were called the North West 
Kent Racial Equality Council. 

The change in name reflects how 
our work has evolved over the years. 

Over time we started to push back 
the boundaries and evolve our work. 

In Kent, we have worked hard 
with limited resources to ensure 


all sections of the community are 
engaged and have an opportunity 
to participate. 

Our work covers many areas of 
the county induing organising 
three major festivals - known as 
melas - in Dartford, Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells. 

In addition to our work through 
the arts to promote cohesion, we 
also organise - in partnership 
with community groups - events 
to promote understanding and to 
discuss issues. 

There is a real danger, though, in 
the current economic climate, as 
spending cuts take hold, that the 
work we and other charities around 
the county do will be under threat. 

This year already we have had to 
make staffing cuts and cut budgets 
back so drastically that there is 
nothing left to cut. 

We are relying more on volun¬ 
teers than ever before and seem to 
be working so hard just to survive. 

The long-term consequence of this 
is that organisations such as ours 
will fold and the work will just stop. 

Building up community cohesion 
and good relations doesn’t just hap¬ 
pen by accident, it involves building 
effective partnerships between the 
community and statutory sector 
and most importantly time, com¬ 
mitment and community buy in.

Working to stop cycle 
of our jobless Emilies 

Nearly one in eight children living 
in the South East are growing up 
in a home where no one has a job. 

Alarmingly, this equates to 
176,000 youngsters who, according 
to a new report from The Prince’s 
Trust and Qa Research, are signifi¬ 
cantly more likely to struggle when 
it comes to finding work. 

For many growing up in workless 
families, it is ‘normal’ not to have a 
job, not to go to work and earn a 
steady wage. 

Many lack confidence yet we 
know that they want to work. In 
the South East, eight in ten say 
that finding a good job is their main 
priority for the future. 

Qa Research has found that 
young people across the region are 
facing a cycle of worklessness and 
many can’t see a way out. 

It is an absolute tragedy to think 
that so many feel condemned to a 
life on benefits when they are capa¬ 
ble of so much more. 

More worryingly, they are likely 
to be driven further from the jobs 
market, as they struggle to compete 
with the post-recession backlog of 
unemployed graduates. 

It is organisations like The 
Prince’s Trust, working with local 
councils, businesses and individu¬ 
als, that are key to helping young 
people into jobs. Only by giving 
them skills, confidence and positive 
role models can we help them 
escape unemployment for good. 

If we fail to stop these disadvan¬ 
taged young people becoming 
disadvantaged adults, this cycle 
will continue to blight these 
families for generations to come.

CHR is a free service run entirely

by volunteers. Its members are 
not only involved in presenting 
but in all the other aspects needed 
to keep it running. 

This includes the technical 
knowledge of maintaining the stu¬ 
dio, administration and fund-rais¬ 
ing. 

When not broadcasting live the 
station provides music and pro¬ 
grammes around the clock thanks 
to its computerised system. 

My last of several sessions at 
the mic was early on Sunday. I 
awoke bleary-eyed having 
caught just a few hours’ sleep to 
begin again at 6am.

CULT comedian Ross Noble will be 
performing for a lucky audience in 
Canterbury next month. 

The affable comic usually plays to very large 
venues and has achieved the best-selling show 
at both the Edinburgh Festival and 
Melbourne International Festival. Yet the 
long-haired funny man will be entertaining 
his fans in the relatively intimate surround¬ 
ings of the Gulbenkian when he warms up for 
his new tour, Nonsensory Overload. 

Tickets for Noble’s shows always sell fast, 
but at the time of writing, a handfiil of tickets 
remain, so book without delay if you want to 
see this highly-gifted and acclaimed comedian 
in action. 

Although Noble mostly turns down offers to 
appear on television, he has earned a huge fol¬ 
lowing during his years in the comedy busi¬ 
ness. 

Much of his popularity has spread by word of 
mouth and he has unveiled a new stand-up 
show every year since 1999, taking his high 
energy and original style of comedy as far 
afield as Australia on a regular basis. 

Raised in Cramlington in Northumberland, 
Noble’s comedy career started as a child when 
he performed a street show with a friend. 
When his mate grew bored of the act, Noble 
decided to go it alone and made his comedy 
club debut at the age of just 15. 

Due to licensing laws, the young comic had 
to be smuggled out through the club’s kitchen 
straight after his set, but Noble’s stellar career 
had taken off. 

The only non-comedy jobs he has ever had 
were selling juggling kits in a department 
store and selling balloons for a travelling 
clown troupe, for whom he performed as a stilt 
walker.

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Airbender fails to come out on top 
in battle for our hearts and minds

M NIGHT Shyamalan is an odd 
choice to direct a special effects- 
laden adventure based on the pop¬ 
ular Nickelodeon animated TV 
series, Avatar: The Last Airbender. 

After all, this is the filmmaker who allowed 
us all to see dead people in The Sixth Sense, 
created a modern day superhero in 
Unbreakable and allowed an enraged Mother 
Nature to slaughter most of mankind in The 
Happening. 

The Last Airbender is a very different beast: 
a big budget journey of discovery, punctuated 
by sprawling battle sequences on a similarly 
grand scale to The Lord Of The Rings trilogy, 
that relies heavily on spectacle rather than 
substance or Shyamalan’s famed narrative 
twists. 

The writer-director juggles the myriad tech¬ 
nical elements, but he is occasionally let down 
by unconvincing digital effects that look more 
like a cartoon than live action. 

Moreover, some of the performances are 
more wooden than the gargantuan sets, creat¬ 
ing repeated moments of unintentional hilari¬ 
ty that cuts through the dramatic tension. 

The worst offender is a seemingly innocuous 
line from a village elder about her young 
charge being “the last bender” for miles. 

Orphaned siblings Sokka (Jackson 
Rathbone) and Katara (Nicola Peltz) discover 
a young boy called Aang (Noah Ringer) frozen 
in the ice near their village. 

The tyke is covered in strange tattoos and 
the siblings surmise that Aang must be the 
Avatar, destined to manipulate the four ele¬ 
ments (air, water, earth, fire). 

No sooner have the children arrived back at 
their village than outcast Prince Zuko (Dev 
Patel) from the Fire Nation and his soldiers 
capture Aang and hold him hostage aboard 
their ship. Thankfully, the prisoner escapes 
and begins the journey back to his temple, 
accompanied by Sokka and Katara. 


Meanwhile, Zuko’s father Fire Lord Ozai 
(Cliff Curtis) entreats trusted Commander 
Zhao (Aasif Mandvi) to find Aang, and prevent 
the boy from achieving his destiny. 

The Last Airbender screens in 3D in select¬ 
ed cinemas, but the increasingly popular for¬ 
mat was an afterthought, so don’t bother pay¬ 
ing the additional ticket prices for the honour 
of wearing uncomfortable plastic spectacles. 

A caption card at the beginning reads Book 


One: Water and it quickly becomes clear that 
this is the first film in a potential series. 

It’s hard to imagine subsequent chapters 
ever making it to the big screen. 

Ringer is a likeable hero, struggling to com¬ 
prehend his pre-ordained path, and Patel 
wrings as much pathos as possible from his 
underwritten role as the exiled prodigal son. 

Watery special effects aren’t convincing, and 
a pivotal scene in which one character sacri¬ 


fices their life for the good of mankind fails to 
bring a tear to the eye. 

“[Aang] will begin to win hearts because it’s 
in hearts that all wars are won,” says one sage. 

Regrettably, in the battle for our hearts and 
minds, Shyamalan comes up short.

WHEN a television programme puts 
God-fearing Amish teenagers with 
their British counterparts to experi¬ 
ence the extremes of our society, we 
know we can expect tantrums, shout¬ 
ing and denunciations.

Instead of telling eveiyone they are 
damned to a fieiy afterlife, the five 
Amish youngsters, who had never 
drunk, smoked, heard rock music or 
encountered crime before, learned 
incredibly touching lessons from 
their British counterparts. 

When welcomed on to a London 
estate by a family and shown stab¬ 
bing sites and urban dancing, the 
three boys and two girls wonder at 
the warmth they are shown. They 
even accept provocative dancing may 
actually be a good thing if it keeps 
teenagers off the streets. 

During the weekly show we got to 


see the amazement on the teenagers’ 
faces when they saw the sea for the 
first time, share one of the girls’ joy 
when she danced for the first time, 
and watch when the Christians 
joined a choir to pay tribute to a 14- 
year-old who has been stabbed. 

The Americans also relaxed their 
strict rules to paint, go shopping and 
play the guitar. 

And the English vagabonds 
learned lessons too. The inner-city 
kids were trashed at rounders by the 
active Americans, and the festival- 
loving girls were provoked into deep 
thought about the way they dress. 

The episodes were not without ten¬ 
sions, troubles and tears, but the 
individuals gave a refreshing break 
from the usual shouting matches.

AS my 13-year-old son and 
I paddled our canoe from 
the narrow waterway 
which had us ducking vege¬ 
tation like something from 
a King Kong film (his 
description), we suddenly 
burst out on to the South 
Walsham Broad. 

I bet no-one who saw us skimming 
across the expanse of still water, sur¬ 
rounded by lush, green countryside, 
would have guessed that half an 
hour earlier neither of us had been 
in a canoe before - it was easy. 

South Walsham Broad is the only 
private broad among the 120-odd 
miles of waterways that make up 
Norfolk’s biggest tourist draw. 

The Broads are beautiful, and while 
parts are packed with pleasure craft, 
you can easily escape the crowds. 

I was surprised to learn that the 
Broads are man-made. Peat dug for 
heat between the 1100s and 1300s 
filled as sea levels rose and by the 
16th century the navigable Broads 
became a vital part of the county’s 
transport system. 

Norfolk boasts more medieval 
churches per square mile than any¬ 
where else in the world (it also has a 
tradition of village signs too, which 
show the history of the village — 
there are more than 500). 

We stayed in a beautiful cottage in 
the tiny village of New Buckenham, 
300 yards from a Norman castle, 10 
miles south of Norwich, but 
lightyears away from the 21st centu¬ 
ry. 

The village shop, a two-minute 
walk away before breakfast, boasted 
‘Provisions’ on its sign. 
Unfortunately bread wasn’t deliv¬ 


ered until later and there wouldn’t 
be any eggs until tomorrow. 

Just up the road though, outside a 
rambling home, were plenty of eggs 
at 90p a dozen with an honesty box 
alongside. There were even pictures 
of‘the girls’ who’d laid them. 

Much of Norfolk feels like that, 
and there were lots of honesty boxes 
for all manner of local produce. It 
can still make you think you have 
stepped back in time. 

It has no motorways, so accept 
that driving even 20 miles will take 
40 minutes, and enjoy the scenery. 

Better still, dump the car and take 
a bicycle. There are no steep hills 
and there are miles of cycle-ways. 

Norwich, by contrast, is a bustling 
city with shopping to please every¬ 
one, from designer names to market 
stalls and unique shops in intricate 


little Lanes like Brighton. But all 
the time its spectacular cathedral 
and dramatic castle remind you of 
its affluent past. 

Seaside fans will love Great 
Yarmouth, a kiss-me-quick town on 
the east coast with miles of sandy 
beaches. Its pleasure beach provides 
top-notch funfair rides with a dose of 
adrenaline and the wooden roller 
coaster, complete with brake-man in 
the middle, shows thrill rides 
haven’t changed much in 50 years. 

Cromer on the North Norfolk coast 
is far more traditional, and handy 
for the North Norfolk Steam 
Railway from nearby Sheringham - 
10 miles of pure nostalgia. 

After a week I was sorry to leave. 
It is a gentler pace of life with a wel¬ 
come in every pub and restaurant. 

We’ll definitely be back.

It might sound like a contradiction, but 
this automatic ‘box is the perfect partner for 
a sporting car in the real world; it changes 
itself when you are bogged down in traffic, 
but you can race through the gears yourself 
on a clear road by using Fl-style paddles on 
the wheel. 

It’s even slightly faster than the manual, 
taking eight seconds to reach 62mph, and only 
marginally worse on fuel. 

Providing you use gearbox and chassis 
sensibly, it will average around 50mpg and 
attracts just £125/year in road tax - not bad 
for such a sporting car mixing reassuring grip 
and handling with a decent ride. 

However, to spec up with the bold colour 
and alloys plus that highly attractive gearbox 
you will add £2,310 to the £19,490 of our FR 
CR model - a lot of money when you consider 
that the Leon range starts at a modest 
£13,975.

New-buildstobeless 
of a taxing proposition? 

A CHANGE to tax proposals could mean 
that new-build properties become more 
popular with buyers, according to one 
property expert. 

The Government is considering a high¬ 
er stamp duty tax for homes that are 
poorly insulated. Homes that lose large 
amounts of energy through draughty 
windows and poorly insulated lofts would 
be subject to the higher tax, say experts. 

Reacting to the claims, the founder of 
newhomesforsale.co.uk Vernon Pethard 
said people will be encouraged to buy new 
homes to avoid falling foul of this tax. 

“Threatening an increase in stamp 
duty on older, poorly insulated homes is 
likely to deter people from buying one 
because it’s not always possible to bring 
them up to modem standards,” he said. 

UK best for investors in 
commercial property

Market rise in house prices 
met with some scepticism 


COMMERCIAL property insurance 
customers have been told there is little 
reason to believe the UK commercial 
property market has become overvalued 
as a result of recent price rises. 

Ed Stansfield, property economist, sug¬ 
gested the UK had seen “one of the bigger 
corrections” of all global commercial 
property markets during the downturn 
and, equally, one of the larger recoveries. 

“The bottom line is that there is not a 
lot of evidence to suggest the UK market 
had become overvalued as a result of the 
upswing,” he said. 

Mr Stansfield’s comments follow the 
Global Investment Perspective report by 
HSBC, which claimed the UK remains 
the most attractive commercial property 
market for investors. 

Slight drop in number 
of tenants owing rent 

A FIFTH of private-residential landlords 
have had tenants in rent arrears over 
the last three months, according to new 
research by the National Landlords 
Association. 

During the second quarter of 2010, just 
over 21 per cent of landlords experienced 
rental arrears. This represents an 
improvement on the previous quarter 
when teh figure was at 24.5 per cent. 

Furthermore, the average amount of 
outstanding rent arrears has dropped 
significantly from £978 in the first three 
months to £799 in the second. 



THE HOUSING market has 
received a boost following the news 
from the Halifax that prices rose 
unexpectedly last month. 

The news comes as a welcome relief as 
overall prices have been falling in the last few 
weeks, but Halifax analysts saw a 0.6 per cent 
upswing. 

This news has been greeted with jubilation 
by investors and homeowners. 

But there are still fears the market is 
volatile and has been completely settled. 

The average price increased to £167,425 
from £166,351 and followed falls in the previ¬ 
ous three months, including a 0.6 per cent fall 
in June. The rise beat economists’ forecasts of 
a 0.3 per cent fall in July. 

“The mixed pattern of monthly rises and 
falls over the first seven months of the year is

consistent with a slowing market,” said 
Martin Ellis, housing economist at Halifax. 

“It is also in line with our view that house 
prices will be broadly unchanged over 2010 as 
a whole.” 

Prices in July were 4.8 per cent higher com¬ 
pared with a year earlier, the same as the 
year-on-year increase in June, but lower than 
the peak of 8.7 per cent in April. 

Since the beginning of this year the average 
UK house price has fallen by £2,059, or 1.2 per 
cent. Prices are 16 per cent below their August 
2007 peak. 

Mr Ellis said that while low interest rates 
and a recovering economy continued to sup¬ 
port the housing market, an increase in the 
number of properties being put on the market 


- boosted by the coalition Government’s abo¬ 
lition of Home Information Packs (HIPs) - had 
relieved some of the supply constraint which 
drove prices up in 2009. 

However other experts have issued warnings. 

Paul Diggle, property economist at Capital 
Economics said that monthly house prices 
were volatile and would continue to be so in 
the short term. 

He said July’s increase did not change the 
likelihood that prices are set for a period of 
“considerable weakness” in the remainder of 
this year and into 2011. 

“The weakness in buyer activity, signs that 
credit conditions may be tightening again, the 
possibility of renewed weakness in the labour 
market in the next year, and the hit on house¬ 
hold incomes that the fiscal squeeze will bring 
over the next few years, will all weigh on house 
prices,” Mr Diggle said. 


Buy in right catchment area and your child will reap reward 


PARENTS could be making a 
good investment by paying more 
for a house within the catchment 
area of a good school. 

The additional spending will be 
worth it if the location of a higher 
priced property improves the 


chances of children being admitted 
to a particular school, according to 
Mouseprice director Selwyn Lim. 

He advised parents that it is 
also worth considering the life¬ 
time value of such an investment. 

Mr Lim explained: “That premi¬ 


um doesn’t actually sound like 
that much if that is to be spread 
across the entire schooling age of 
a child or 2.4 children [per family] 
on average. It doesn't translate to 
that much money per child per 
year if you divide it.” 


Nationwide reported that parents 
are prepared to pay an extra 4.6 
per cent - £8,670 - for a property 
in a good school catchment area. 

A ten per cent pass rate in Sats 
also adds a 3.3 per cent premium 
to a property in a particular area.
